In view of Applicants' amendment to the claims and further consideration of Declarations 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 and 1.132 and the invention disclosure form showing the date (and 
place) of the first test results to be March 9, 1998 and the declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 
disclosing that the claimed invention was reduced to practice before May 22, 1998, all prior 
rejections under 35 U. S. C. § 112, 102 & 103 are hereby withdrawn. . 

The application provides an isolated S'-phosphoadenosine 5' -phospho sulfate (PAPS) 
synthetase of SEQ ID NO : 7 and fusion proteins thereof. 

The prior art is free of such a sequence and does not provide motivation to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use the skills available in the area of molecular biology/enzymo logy 
to make the claimed PAPS synthetase obvious.
